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FOREWORD 



This Legislative Manual is issued under authority of Senate Joint Resolution 
No. 51, Mr. Hopley, adopted by both House and Senate on May 9, 1919, and whicli 
reads asi follows : 

Be it resolved hy the General Assemhhj of the State of Ohio: 

That the clerk of the Senate and the clerk of the House of Representatives 
b^ and they are hereby instructed, authorized and directed to prepare and have 
printed in book fornit bound in buckram, twenty-five hundred copies of the "Ohio 
Legislative Manual," one thousand copies for the use of the members of the Senate 
and 6 f teen hundred copies for the use of the members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

Such clerks shall receive no extra compensation, but shall be reimbursed for 
any expense incurred in the preparation of such legislative manual. The manual 
shall contain the Joint rules of the Eighty-third General Assembly, the rules of the 

Senate and House of Representatives, together with a h'st of members and the 
standing committees of each house, all sections of statutes, state and federal relat- 
ing in any way to the powers and duties of the General Assembly ; also the com- 
pilation of all decisions of the supreme court in any way affecting legislative 
procedure and the passage and adopti<m of bills and resolutions and such other 
matter as such clerks may deem appropriate for the information of the members. 

Be it furtlicr resolved, That wlien the manuscript for such Ohio Legislative 
Manual is fully completed, such manuscript shall be delivered to the state superin- 
tendent of public printing, who is hereby instructed, authorized and directed to 
have same printed and bound as herein set foi^ and in such size as shall be deter- 
mined by the clerks of the two houses. When completed, the state supervisor of 
public printing shall deliver such volumes to the clerks as herein provided for 
distribution.

The Constitutional Convention of 1802 form a connecting'-link between the 

Territorial and State Government which seems to find its proper consideration at 
this point. The first session of the Second (and last) Territorial Legislature, was 
adjourned by Governor St. Clair in Januarj', 1802, to meet in Cincinnati, November 
29» The- Congress, by an act of April 30, 1802, provide4 for the election of 'nu^> 
bers of a convention which should: 

First Decide on the desirability of forming a state government and, 

» 

Second. Frame the constitntion . f or the state should the convention decide 
the first question affirmatively. 

This convention met in Cbillicolhe on Monday, November 1, four weeks prior 

to the time set for the convening of the Second Territorial Legislature in its 
second session, and ou the day appointed for the legislature to meet, promulgated - 

the First Consti tutiuis' of tup: Stati': oy Oiuo.

OHIO LEGISLATURE 
(CompUad by J. W. Taimcliill) 

' The general assembly is divided into two branches, soiate and house of repre- 
sentatives. Members of both houses are elected for two years and receive salaries 
of |l»000.()0 each per annum, and in addition two cents per mile mileage, weekly, 

from and to tlicir hntTie-< uliilc in session. Each county is entitled to at least one 
member oi the lnuisc of reiirescntatives. The U's^islaturc chosen in 1!UH consists 
of li'i senators and 121 members of the lower house. Under the present census the 
apportionment is as follows : Eightieth general assembly, elected 1912, senators 33, 
representatives 123; the eighty-iirst, elected in 1914, senators 33, representatives 
128; eighty-second, elected in 1!M(), senators 8(5. representatives 128; eighty-third, 
elected in lUlS, senators 33, representatives 124; for the eighty- fourth, senators 37, 
representatives 125, 

The constitution of 18ol provides for decennial apportionment based on the 
U. S. census. The ratio for senators for each ten-year period is found by dividing 

the total populsttion of the state by 3*) am! for representatives by dividing the popu- 
lation by lOl). There are '^\ senatorial districts in Ohio, hut, by reason of having 
less than half the required ratio which at i)resent is r><! Jft;', twenty districts are 
not entitled to one senator each and arc combined for election purposes into ten 
with two districts in each. The decennial apportionment is made by the governor, 
auditor and secretary of state. The present ratio for representatives is 47,671. 
There are lo counties with less than half this population, but under the constitution 
every county has at least one representative. The combined population of Vinton, 
Pike and Geauga is 1:5. or not sufllcient for one representative, but each under 
the constitution has a representative. If a senatorial district or county has an ex- 
cess of population over the ratio for senator or representative, and. if this ex- 
cess multiplied by five (the number of legislative terms in each ten years) equals 
the ratio or twO Or more ratios, such district or county is entitled to one or more 
additional members for one term each in the-year period. For this reason the 
membership of general assemblies varies slightly in total numbers during the ten- 
year jjeriod. 

The cost to the state of a re-^ular session of a general assembly, including 
salaries, traveling expenses, wages of employes, printing, supplies received from 

tlic secretary of sfatt', and other items of expetulitnrc, amonnl to over three hiiiiflred 
thousand dollars. I'he eiijhty-llnrd general as^cm'»ly, which l?eld its regular session 
in 1919, had the usual number of employes, there being "in in the senate and o(i in 
the house. 
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The constitution of 1851 requires biennial sessions, but with the exception of 
1655, annual sessions were held until 1805. Since that date biennial sessions have 

been held and no le^Mslatiire has re-as5einbled, except at the call of the governor 
until this year, when an adjourned session was held in December, 1919. There have 
been only six extraordinary sessions of general assemblies at the call of governor;, 
in Ohio history — 1835, 1890, 1902, Uiu9, and two extraordinary sessions in 1914. 
Laws passed by the general assembly may be vetoed by the governor, but by a 
three>fifths vote in each house a vetoed bill becomes a law in spite of the governor's 
veto. Under the initiative and referendum a proposed law may be submitted to 
the general assembly when petitioned i'L>r by three per cent of all voters in the 
State. Laws passed by the legislature may be submitted to a popular vote by refer- 
endum petitions containing six per cent of all voters in Ohio. One splendid result 
of the adoption of the referendum is in probably ending forever the partisan legis- 
lative gerrymanders of congressional districts. By a referendum vote in 1915 the 
congressional s^rrymander bill passed by the legislature that year was defeated by 
57,108 majority. These unfair gerrymanders were trequently resorted to by both 
parties for two decades following the Civil war. The state was re-districted three 
tim«» linder the censu of 1870 and four times under the 1880 census. 

All state taxation is levied by the general assembly. The present state tax rate 
is mills,, divided as follows: Sinking fund, .0025 mills; university fund, .0925 
mills; common school fund, .055 mill?, and highway fund, 5. mills. There has been 
no direct state levy to meet thcordinary expense of the state government since 
1902. The state departments and institutions are maintained entirely by indirect 
taxation. All county, municipal, school and township taxes are levied by the county 
budget commissioners, consisting of the county auditor, treasurer and prosecuting 
attorney. Under the constitution no general assembly is permitted to appropriate 
for a period extending beyond two years. 

FROM THE PUBLIC PRESS 

* * * The legislative body thus inaugurated has been an enormous fact i" 
for good in the onward and forward progress of Ohio during the past hundred 
years. No yiyup, of vicn have served the state txnth so lilile personal gain as have 
her legislators. No body of public men has done so much to encourage morality, 
industry and patriotism. The wonder of it is — not that legislators have occasionally 
made personal mistakes — but that in no matter what strait or dilemma, Ohio has 
always had in her service, practically withottt compensation, so many men who were 
not only patriots, but men who exhibited the wisdnm and had the courage to handle 
the affairs of state with honor to themselves, to tiieir constituents and the name 
of an Ohioan. When the enormous power of a General Assembly is fairly under- 
stood, the more honor is found to be due those men who, since the first settler 
landed on the western bank of the Ohio, in 1788, have never used that power as 
a body, except to advance the state in di:jnity and in prosperity, and in evidences 
o\ fealty in every hour of danger to the general government. More or less ac- 
quaintance with members of recent assemblies, and a quiet studious attention lo 
the records of the past century in Ohio, gives point to these observations.

EXTRAORDINARY SESSIONS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 



It is notable tliat there have been but four extraordinary sessions of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, viz : 

The Thirty-third Assembly was called by Governor Lucas, June 8, 1835, to 
take action upon the boundary dispute between the State of Ohio and the Terri- 
tory of Michigan, 

Tbc Sixty-ninth Assembly was called by Governor Campbell. October 14, 1890, 
to consider the municipal affairs of the city of Cincinnati. 

The Seventy-fifth Assembly was called by Governor Nash, August 2$, 1902, 
to take action relative to legislation affecting the jurisdicti n t the Supreme 

Court, and to restore g-overnment to mtinicipal corporations, of which th^r were 

deprived by a ^vprenie Court decision rendered in Jr.ne, 1902. 

The Scvenity-cighth Assembly was called by Governor Harris, January 4, 
1909, for the purpose of electing a United States Senator for the term bejsinning 
Match 4, 1909. 

The Eightieth Assembly was called by Governor Cox in two separate sessions 
— January 19» 1914, and July 20, 1914, for the purpose of enacting special legislatiou. 
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NATHANIEL MASSIE, 
First Speaker of the Ohio State Senate 

Through the courtesy of Col. D. Meade Massie. of GiilHcothe, a direct 
descendant, we are able to present the picture and sketch of Hon. Nathaniel Massie, 
the fi'-st presidinji officer of the Ohio state senate. The title of the office at that 
early date was "Speaker" instead of "President" as at present. Colonel Massie 
was a man of nnusual mentality and executive ability, and doubtless did more for 
pioneer Ohio than any other of the nianv illustrious founders of the Buckeye State.

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CARL R. KIMBALL 

Republican representative of Lake County and Speaker of the present House 
was born in Madison, Ohio, in that county, on the third day of July, 187G. His 
early education was acquired in the public schools of his native city and later he 
graduated from Oberlin University with the degree of A. B. Mr. Kimball has had 
many political honors conferred upon him. He served eight years as a member of 
the board of education and for a dozen years was clerk of Madison township, also 
served on the township board of education. He is serving his third consecutive 
term in the House. As Speaker, Mr. Kimball was among the most popular presid- 
ing officers the assembly has had, by his rulings he evidenced his splendid grasp 
of parliamentary law and legislative procedure. He always appeared to be wholly 
forgetful of the fact there was a political division in the House. His rulings were 
always fair and founded on the best parliamentary law. Members of the House 
regardless of politics vied with each other in their high praise of this popular leader 
of the majority and Speaker of the House. Mr. Kimball is married and fraternally 
is a member of the Masons, Knights of Pythias. Maccabees and the Grange, he 
being a practical farmer. Mr. Kimball's grandfather and also his brother were 
members of the Ohio Assembly.

Clerk of the House of Representatives in the S'hd General Assembly was born 
in Washington C. H., Ohio, on the 11th day of February, 18(>1. Captain Maynard 
is the son of the late Judge H. B. Maynard. He was educated in the public schoob 
of his native town and the Ohio State University. His ancestors for many genera- 
tions have been Americans. By profession he is a civil cnginet r and for several 
years was engaged in the survey and construction of railroads in various states.

death oi Mr. McElroy when he assimicci the duties of clerk and completed the term 
of Mr. McElroy. Later he was again appointed assistant clerk in which position 
he served until he was elected clerk in the 78th General Assembly and has served 
continuously since except for two interruptions by Democratic Houses. He is a 
capable, popular, accommodating and efficient olTiccr which is reason enough for his 
continued service He is a Methodist, is married and lives in Columbus but main- 
tains his residence in Lima, Ohio. 

EDWARD WAKEFIELD HUGHES 

Parliamentarian of the General Assembly and deputy clerk of the House was 
born in Wilmington, Ohio, January 26, 1865. He acquired his education in 
schools of Wilmington, Ohio, atid the Ohio Soldiers' and Sailors' Orphans' Home 
at Xciiin, O Tlis father and grandfather and two uncles having served in the 
Union army during the Civil War. Mr. Hughes served two years as city clerk 
of his native town. For many years Mr. Hughes has served as an assistant secre- 
tary and parliamentarian of the Republican State Conventions. He also served 
one term as a member of the board of managers of the Friends (Quaker) college, 
Wilmington, Ohio, declining reappointment.

in 18">S bringing her young son with her and located in Virginia where they re- 
mained until the outbreak of the Civil War. at which tTtne they came to Ohio and 
located at Gallipolis. Dr. Robinson was educated in the public schools. He learned 
tlie printers' trade in the office of the Gallipolis Journal. Later, he entered the 
Miami Medical College, at Cincinnati and graduated from that institution, dien 
entered upon the practice of his profession, but retired from active pra^kc A 
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number of years ago. He engaged actively in the drug business from which he 
retired after his election as sergeant-at-arms of the House. Dr. Robinson has had 
varied legislative experience, having been a member of the House in 68A and 80th 
General Assemblies. He was appointed by Governor Bushnell, a trustee of the

In 1906 he was 
assistant postmaster of the Ohio Senate and iirst assistant sergeant-at-arms of the 
House in 1906 and 1915. He was also employed in the state insurance department 
under Governor Herrick and was transferred to the office of Secretary pf State 
upon the election of Carmi Thompson. He is married, lives in Columbus and is a 
member of the Knights of Pythias and is a 32nd Degree Mason, Knights Templar 
and Shrine. 

FREDERICK BLANKNER 

Honorary Third ,\ssistant Sergcant-at-Arms, having been elected to that posi- 
tion for life, was born in Germany on Tnly 2S, ]8l]C. One year after his birth his 
parents came to the United States and located in Columbus, Ohio, where he has 
since resided: During the Civil War he served in Company A, Fifth Battalion, 
Ohio Volunteer Infantry. Colonel Blankner has been connected with the House of 
Representatives in an official wa\ fnr over sixty years, his peculiar fitness and 
faithfulness to duly was recognized by both political parties which is the reason 
for his long service. He is beyond doubt among the best known men in the state 
and is proud of his legislative honors. Colonel Blankner also served as sergeant- 
at-arms of the Constitutional Convention of 1912.
